.W) — Twelve men arc 
known ot 
•have been killed, several are miss- 
ing and a woman and four men 
were Injured today when four ex- 
plosions wrecked and set fire to 
.the motor tankship Btdwell. 


The explosions occurred at a 
pier at the foot, of Market street 
.here where the vessel, owned by 
.the Sun Oil Company and char- 
tered to the Sinclair Oil Co., had 
removed a cargo of gasoline yes- 
terday. 
• 


Those missing are believed to 


• have been trapped In the hold of 
the fire-swept ship, or to have 
drowned when they were hurled 
or leaped overboard to escape the 
flames which followed the blasts. 
. Six of the dead, charred so bad- 
ly the identification of some may 
be impossible, were found by a 
searching party which combed the 
pper decks of the ship today. One 
was found in the captain's 


statement Issued by the Sun 
Oil Company said every effort was 
being made to check up on all 
missing persons. The statement 
added the company had been un- 
able to ascertain the cause of the 
explosion. The Bidwell had a 'crew 
of 87. The tanker came here Mon- 
day from Smith's Bluff, Texas.

charred bodies, bring- 
ing the death toll to ten, were re- 
ported by workmen to have been 
taken from the hold of the Sun 
Oil tanker Bidwell today, seven 
hours after four explosions wreck- 
ed the ship at Trainer, near here. 
Four explosions, of sufficient 


force to shatter windows a mile 
from th'e scene, scattered flaming 
oil in every direction and fired 
the wharf 
of the Sinclair Oil 
company, at whose dock the Bid- 
well was tied. 


Several of the missing were re- 
ported to have perished 
while 
working near the midship hole, 
the tanker in which was the first 
to explode.

Santiago Is Deserted 
City Following Quake 
That Devastated City 


SANTIAGO, Cuba, Feb. 


4. VP)—Fleeing thousands, 
virtually bearing their mat- 
tresses on their backs to es- 
cape a possible repetition of 
yesterday's earthquake ter- 
rors, left quakewrecked San- 
tiago a dead city tojday. 


There was a slight shock early 
this morning but it did no damage. 


Nine persons were known dead 
and approximately 1,000 of the 70,- 
000 population were treated for in- 
juries. The damage was estimated 
in excess of $10,000,000 by officials 
who surveyed the ruins. 


The exodus of residents to the 
high hills that surround Santiago 
on three sides was in strange con- 
trast to the flight of hundreds 
yesterday to the central plaza, 
where frenzied iinvocations were 
made to the patron saint of Cu- 
ba for protection 
against 
the 


earthquakes. 


Relief 
organizations continued 
their work today and aid was 
promised from the vessels of the 
United States scouting fleet based 
at Guantanamo May. 


Meantime, rehabilitation of the 
city was begun. 
The newspaper 
Diarlo De Cuba advocated a four 
point program of reconstruction, 
to include free food for destitute, 
immediate construction of a sewer 
system and retyilldidng of the pav- 
ing system, a year's moratorium of 
commercial bills and payment to 
date of all government employes. 


From Havana. President Macha- 
do dispatched personal representa- 
tives and aid. Working crewi be- 
gan clearing the wreckage-strewn 
streets. Physicians said they fear- 
ed no epidemic.

we owe the world an explanation 
of our activities at Shanghai in 
view of the misunderstandings and 
to avoid the result of misinforma- 
tion concerning the present condi- 
tions there. 
First and foremost, 
we 
have 


done nothing that was not justi- 
fied by the strict need of protec- 
tion for our nationals from the 
persecution of the Chinese soldiers 
and our actions have been entirely 
defensive and passive. 


The trouble started Jan. 28. A 
Chinese force suddenly attacking 
us while we were in pursuance of 
the previous agreement 
of 
the 


foreign garrison commanders, pro- 
ceeding to the stations allotted to 
us to guard. There was no alterna- 
tive for us but to fire In return. 
It Is not common sense to be- 
lieve that our handful of blue- 
jackets would assume an offensive 
against a foe ten-fold larger. When 
the conflict began we had 2,000 
against 
30,000 Chinese. We had 
every disadvantage to suffer and 
nothing to gain by starting hos- 
tilities. We took the final action 
only because we were driven to 
the last extremity by the behavior 
of the Chinese soldiery. 
That charge that Japan used the 
International settlement as a basis 
for attack also is unfounded and 
criticisms of the 
Japanese 
air 
bombing have been unnecessarily 
harsh. 


Our public in Japan ought to 
dispel. the notion that the Ameri- 
cans and British are unfriendly 
to us. They were very active in 
their efforts to restore order and 
stabilize the situation. They have 
been offering their good offices to 
save Shanghai from curt warfare. 
They hava never tried deliberately 
to Interfere to our disadvantage. 
Such misunderstandings should 
be dispelled immediately.

TO PLANT A ROSE 


By V.

(This IB the third of • n»rle» of ar- 
ticles on tho cultivation of 'roses, prepar- 
ed especially for Tlio Associated Press by 
UD outstanding authority.) 


The two most important points 


in rose planting are the point of 
root division and the bud-point. 
The point of root division is 


tlie base of the original cutting 
ot understock from which spring 
the roots of a budded rose. The 
bud-point is the point where the 
bud was inserted. It is distin- 
guished by a knot or bend. The 
portion qf the plant below the 
bud, 
; or bud-point, is called the 


understock. The portion above the 
bud is the rose proper. It is the 
"variety." 


Roses are habitually planted in 
holes that 
are altogether 
too 


small. Dig a large hole. If the 
bed has been previously prepared 
a;nd allowed to settle, the hole 
need 
be but 
of the 
depth of 


one spade. 


After the holes has been dug, 


a cone of dirt should be built in 
the middle of the hole. The plant 
is then set on the cone. 
The 
roots will strike obliquely down 
ward along the sides of the cone. 
Reasonable care should be taken 
to prevent roots from becoming 
crossed or touching. 
Planting Depth 


The cone of dirt should be so 
high as to insure that, after set- 
tling, the point of root division,

If' the -plant has been prop- 
erly propagated, the bud will then 
lie approximately one inch below 
the surface of the soil. 


Theoretically, the bud should so 


lie. 
But the point of .root divis- 


ion is of greater importance he- 
cause o( Nature's requirement for 
shallow planting. 


Tn the growing field, the direc- 


tion taken by the roots is deter- 
mined by the texture of the soil., 
In very light sands, the roots run.! 
practically parallel 
to the sur- 


face. In black soils, the angle of' 
descent becomes greater as the 
soil becomes 
heavier. In 
very 


heavy clays, the roots strike al- 
most straight downward. 


How to Cut Root* 


It is obvious that the grower 


can not produce a root system 
that will be normal in thn bed 
of the amateur because of soil 
variations. 
To 
insure 
attained 


normality, the roots should be cut 
to a length of four inches. The 
rootfl will then callous and throw 
sprays of -rootlets from the ends 
where, cut. Those rootlets that tap 
the greatest supplies of food and 
moisture will become the major 
roots through greater growth and 
the root system will then be nor- 
mal In its new location and soil. 


The 
soil 
should 
be 
firmed 


around the roots with the foot; 
but it should not be tamped. In 
winter planting, if the soil can 
be. firmed around the roots with- 
out leaving air pockets, no wat- 
er should be used. Excess mois- 
ture prevents root growth and In- 
duces top' growth. If water must 
be used, it should be used spar- 
ingly. 
The top should be cut severely 


to prevent excess spring growth 
before the root system can func- 
tion properly. 
The plant, after 


cutting, should protrude above the 
normal surface of the bed not 
more than a few inches- Loose 
soil should then be heaped about 
the plant, covering it completely 
to' prevent evaporation and winter 
kill and to shed excess moisture. 


A plant so planted may safely 


be forgotten until spring.

At this juncture the Japanese 
crossed over into the settlement, 
In the face of urgent protests from 
the great powers, on a professed 
hunt for Chinese snipers. 
They 
assumed control of the extensive 
Japanese residential area of Hong- 
kcw and ousted municipal police 
from their posts. 
The American and British coiv 
suls general subsequently made re- 
peated, energetic attempts to ar- 
range a truce between the com- 
batants but negotiations 
failed. 


The Japanese insisted they would 
carry their occupational^ measures 
to a successful issue and aie Chi- 
nese replied they wou,d icsist to 
the last man. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 2.—(/Pi— Two 


thousand Japanese bluejackets be- 
gan a general advance on the 
Chapei sector this afternoon after 
a heavy artillery barrage. 
The 


rattle of machine guns and the 
roar of artillery was continuous as 
bluejackets advanced and the Chi- 
nese forces, centered in the Cha- 
pi area, resisted the attack.
